sion, riot, disorder, and bloodshed that, to escape 
from their blood-stained hands, the nation has wil- 
 lingly yielded to any autocracy vigorous enough 
to stamp them out. In 1880, when Louis 
Philippe was elected King, the horrible recollection 
of the reign of terror and the great revolution 
which ended in the establishment of Imperial rule; 
prevented the French people from falling into the 
hands of the Socialists and the Communists, whose 
trade was insurrection. In 1848, the disorganisation 
which followed the overthrow of the Guizot Ministry 
and the abdication of the King was taken advantage 
of by these same propagandists of the faubourgs and 
the clubs to cheat France of a true Republic by 
causing a series of insurrectionary movements, the · 
last of which united to the efforts to establish a rule 
of bloodshed—a war against property, and the claim 
of the workmen of Paris to be supported by the 
State which they were at the same time urged to. 
overthrow. We all know what that led to. Not only 
political but national existence would have been im- 
possible under such conditions and under the rule of 
the tyrants who called themselves by the names of 
Red Republicans. Therefore it became pos- 
sible, after Cavaignae had defeated the insur- 
rection, when the barricades were taken, and 
Paris was tranquil and people felt safer in their 
beds, for Louis Napoleon to secure millions of 
votes for the presidency; and for he and Morny, 
Maupas, and Fleury, and Saint Arnaud to devise the 
means for proclaiming a secondempire. In Francehis- 
tory repeats itself with a vengeance; and now in Paris | 
we haveanother Commune (which is yet notaltogether 
another, for some of the same men whose trade is 
continued revolution are leaders in it) endeavouring 
to complete the demolition of France. It reminds 
one of the words of the old book, and makes one 
fear that what the Imperial caterpillar and the 
invading locust have left will be eaten by the 
demagogic palmer-worm.

to a Bonsparte. 
But the display of the *« International Democratic 


Association,’’ on Sunday, is not likely to lay hold on 
Englishmen. Its doings are out of sympathy with 
any side of English Republicanism, if there be truly 
any other than a theoretical Republicanism in 
England. The hangers-on of the three hundred— 
their band playing a French tune; the miserable 
‘litany ’’-sellers, ready to make any such gathering 
responsible for their blasphemous and indecent pub- 
lications; the caps and the flags inscribed with 
French words—all were a mere excrescence, а thing 
with which no soumd-hearted Englishman could 
identify himself.
